The  above  Is  a  copy  of  the  document 
vlUch  signifies  that  tho  East  Indian^: 
aboard  Iho  .lapiiiipsc  boat  now  In  tho 
harbor  hitvf  abamloned  Ihs^lr  attempt 
to  Mf.'inire  admission  into  the  Dominion 
ol  Canada,  and  which  gives  tholr  coun- 
sel authority  to  nfttke  arrangements 
w i th  the  ImmlKratlon  authorities  for 
tbolr  departure. 

Th«  document  further  sets  out  that 
tho  following  cominitlee  sign  for  the 
V«is.i('ngers  after  full  explanation  to 
th.'m:  Mnniam  .Singh,  Amar  Singh,  llar- 
natn  Singh,  Sunder  Singh,  Nablo  Ka- 
iiiah  Hlngh  ;ind  Beer  Singh.

The  name  of  the  only  dissentient  is 
also  attached  to  the  document  In  this 
form:  "I,  Doctor  Ragu  Nath  Singh,  do 
rot  agree,  as  I  belong  to  the  non-im- 
nMgrant   clas-s."

Mr.  Bird  does  not  disclose  the  nature 
of  the  plans  di.scussed  for  tho  voyage 
back,  hut  it  Is  understootl  that  an  ap- 
peal will  go  fnrward  to  tho  Government 
of  Canada  fi>r  very  substantial  assist- 
ance towards  tliolr  return.  It  is  stated 
that  the  Kast.  Indlaas  now  resident  in 
iiritish  Colnml'ia  ari«^t  the  emi  of  their 
financial  resources,  and  that  the  pas- 
sengers of  Ihe  Korinagata  Maru  arc 
iHso  in  a  destitute  condition.  A  grant 
of  ?20,000  is,  therefore,  likely  to  be 
.nought,  if  not  already  applied  for.  Tho 
Kiust  Indliins  aino  desire  to  make  it  very 
cUar  toilay  that  they  came  here  not  ex- 
pecting to  breiik  the  laws  of  the  conn- 
try,  but  with  the  written  opinions  of  a 
hading  firm  of  Hongkong  lawyers  that 
they  hati  a  legal  right  to  enter  Canada ; 
that  their  port  of  clearance  was  Hong- 
kong, and  Ihey  understood  that  no  ob- 
jections had  been  cabled  to  their  com- 
ing by  the  i:>epartment  at  Ottawa, 
which  had  been  notified.

Bird  adds  thai  it  Is.  surely,  a 
inalter  of  regret  that  these  malters 
ji.vcr  came  to  light  before,  as,  in  hl« 
opinion,  they  put  an  entirely  different 
.•nmplexlon  un  the  situation.  Mc  re- 
ported that  be  found  everybody  on 
jKjard  harmnnious  and  they  wish  to 
Bar.  at  the  earliest  possible,  moment  for 
their    homes.

Mr.  Bird  exhibited  a  copy  of  The 
Daily  rresH  extra,  published  in  Hong- 
kong, dated  March  2S,  101  t.  showing 
that  the  Ivomagata  Maru  was  published 
as  sailing  from  the  port  of  ilongkong 
for  Vancouver.  Mr.  Ourdit  Singh  also 
showed  him  a  letter  from  Messrs.  WU- 
kln«on  and  GrUt,  barriatcra  of  Hong- 
kong certifying  to  him  that  under  date 
of  March  21.  1!)H.  there  were  no  re- 
strictions or  regulations  iigalnst  Ms 
Balling  from  Hongkong  for  Hrltlah  Co- 
lumbia. Helylng  on  this  letter,  and  be- 
lieving that  he  was  right,  that  the 
Judgments  of  the  courts  in  British  Co- 
lumbia had  opened  the  doors  completely 
for  the  entry  of  his  passenger*.  7\e 
made   ready   to   .sail. 

The  Governor  of  Hongkong,  however, 
held  the  ship  up  from  March  2«  until 
April  4.  and  refused  clearance  for  the 
Bhlp,  meanwhile  cabling  to  the  Oover- 
nor-ln-CouncIl  at  Dttawo.  and  to  the 
Home  Office  in  London,  advi.-lng  that 
the  ship  waB  there  with  a  full  passen- 
ger lliit  of  Kaet  Indians  bound  for  Van- 
couver, and  asking  for  Intitructlons  as 
to  whether  tho  ship  wan  to  be  detained 
or  not  The  Governor  of  Hongkong, 
through  his  secretary.  Mr.  Zerven.  who 
is  a  personal  friend  of  Gurdlt  flingh, 
•ubsequently  Inllmattirt  that  not  having 
h«ul  any  reply  or  known  of  any  objec- 
llon  to  the  sailing  of  this  »ihlp.  he 
gave  the  clearance,  and  on  April  <  the 
flhip  fialtod   for   Vanooilver. 

It  appeared  to  h»ve  come  a«  8  com- 
plete aurprVie  to  Ourdit  Singh  and  his 
paauengers  that  their  entry  Into  Can- 
ada wan  refused.

TWO  BOYS  DROWNED 


Vorood  to  jrwrnp  lato  Wator  Wkom 
lino  la  T.aMoh   Xxplodod— <7rowd 
Uaablo  to  OtTo  Aaalataaoo 


TACOMA,  July  7. — Qeorue  and  John 
McCllntock,  afed  17  and  12  reapcctlvo- 
ly,  were  drowned  at  Hendemon 
Bay,  near  Burley,  early  thts  mornlnf, 
when  they  were  forced  to  leap 
Into  the  wat.ar  more  tlian  100  yards 
from  the  nhoro  as  the  result  of  an  ex- 
ploalon  of  a  gasoline  tank  In  their 
launch,    which   oet    the    boat   on    fire. 

The  eldor  McCllntock  boy  sacrificed 
hie  life  In  a  futile  attempt  to  save 
that  of  Ills  younger  brother.  The  trac- 
edy  was  witnessed  by  a  large  crowd, 
which  was  unable  to  give  aBSlstauce  In 
time. 

Jesse  anS  Melvin  ^lorgan,  aged  17 
and  16,  respectively,  who  were  In  the 
boat,  succeeded  In  gaining  the  ."ihore, 
although  they  ralapMed  Into  unconsdous- 
mws  from  exhaustion  after  reaching 
land.  The  bodies  of  the  McCllnlook.-n 
were  found  several  hours  later.  Tho 
bout   was  completely   rulneil.

General  IVlanager  Brown,  of 
Hillcrest  Collieries,  Has 
Formed  No  Conclusion — 
Queries  About  Numbers. 


HILLCRRST.  Alberta.  July  7.— All 
through  the  Hillcrest  Inipilry  an  effort 
has  been  made  by  .1.  R.  Palmer,  coun- 
.•^el  for  the  miners,  to  ascertain  the 
numlter  of  men  working  In  the  different 
splits  at  tho  lime  of  the  explosion.  It 
was  an  easy  matter  to  secure  the  num- 
ber of  miners,  as  they  were  all  checked 
to  their  different  working  places,  but 
there  are  timber  loicker.'-,  track-layers 
and  others  who  might  be  at  any  place 
in  the  mine  at  any  time  during  the 
shirt.  This  Information,  Mr.  Palmer 
apparently  considers,  would  lie  vi-ry 
helpful  to  the  commission  in  l"nlflllln/ir 
the  purpose  for  whl<-h  It  was  created. 

Today  he  had  hopes  of  securing  thio 
Information  from  John  Brown,  general 
manager  of  the  Hillcrest  Collieries,  Lim- 
ited, who  waa  on  the  stand  the  entire 
day.  but  his  hopes  were  doomed  to  dis- 
appointment, as  Mr.  Brown  stated  em- 
phatically that  he  could  not  supply  that 
Information.  These  records  are  re- 
quired by  the  counsel  for  the  miners  to 
ascertain  whether  the  law's  renulre- 
ments  as  to  the  number  of  men  work- 
ing In  a  split  was  complied  with. 
Counsel  for  the  mine  owners  has  prom- 
ised to  secure  as  accurate  information 
on    this    point   as    possible. 

Another  Important  point  Mr.  Palmer 
wants  cleared  up  is  the  number  of 
splits  the  working  mine  has,  and  Mr. 
I'.rown's  evidence'  pointed  to  at  least 
four,    although    IH'    eciutd    not    be   certain. 

Mr.  Brown  has  bad  many  years  of  ex- 
perience as  a  mine  majiager.  Including 
four  years  at  Hillcrest,  iind  such  o.v- 
prrlence  rendered  his  evidence  7)cr- 
mlsslble  us  expert,  but  he  volunteered 
little  Information  apart  from  answers 
in  the  negative  or  the  afflrmatlve.  As 
to  the  cause  of  the  explosion,  or  the 
vicinity  In  which  it  occurred,  he  had 
not   formed   any  conclusion    whatever.

•Moose  Jaw,  It  Is  reported,  fell  Into  con- 
versation with  one  John  Rogers,  an 
uncle,  who,  following  an  lIliiesB  at  Vlc- 
ttrla  Hospital,  In  this  city,  was  sup- 
poBed  to  have  been  hurled  In  a  West- 
minster  township  cerrfetery  In  1894. 

The  solution  put  forth  Is  that  a 
stranger  In  tl'ie  same  ward  of  the  hos- 
pital with  Mr.  Rogers,  died  ami  was 
b\irled  as  Mr.  Rogers  without  the  cas- 
ket  being  opened,  the  hospital  staff  get- 
ting the  names  mixed.

LONDON,  July  7.— The  Privy  Council 
yesterday  delivered  Judgment  In  tho 
cas«  of  Robei  t  Oavles  vs,  tho  Janies 
Bay  Railway.  The  appellant  claimed 
compensation  for  the  compulsory  tak- 
ing of  part  of  the  land  owned  by  him 
In  the  Don  Valley,  Toronto.  Hla  claim 
Included  compensation  for  damage  sus- 
tained by  the  exercise  of  the  powers 
of    the    railway    company. 

Th-o  claim  was  referred  to  three 
arbitrators,  who  awarded  1238,683,  the 
Court  of  Appeal  of  Ontario  reducing 
this  to  »122,171.  The  remaining  Issue 
was  reduced  to  one  part  of  the  prin- 
ciple determining  the  cotnpensatlon  to 
be.  made.  If  the  appellant  is  not  paid 
for  th«  shale  under  the  track  of  the 
rallwa.v,  the  award  is  to  he  |11»,183. 
If  he  Is  to  be  »o  paid,  the  award  is 
to   be   for   9280,820. 

Their  Lordships  think  the  appellant 
was  ontltlod  to  compensation  for  the 
loss  of  title,  a  loss  substantially  cqulv.

are  under  contract  of  service.  .\o  eml- 
giants  under  contract  of  .-ervice  can 
lonx-fc  th*  colony  .by  any  ship  carrying 
from  Hongkong  more  ihsn  twenty  pas- 
.seni;er.s  who  are  natives  of  Aela  with- 
out complying  with  certain  provisions 
In  the  i^hlnose  emigration  ordinance. 
I'rovldod,  however,  that  the  pssscugors 
.tre  not  under  contract  of  service,  theiv 
arc  no  provLslons  which  they  need  com- 
|dy  with,  .since  they  ennnol  uml.r  any 
•'IrcumstnnccK  come  within  the  rlciiui- 
tlon  of  aiMJlsted  Immigrants  unless 
f'hine.se. 

"V\'"  therefore  are  of  the. opinion  that, 
provided  tleke.t.«i  are  properly  obtiiined 
from  a  pas.sago  broker,  any  Indians  can 
loiivo  the  colony  for  any  dentlnatlon  un-

OTTAWA,  July  7.— The  Juclgmerit  of 
the  rtrltlsh  Columbia  Court  of  Appeals, 
having  upheld  the  validity  oC  tho 
ordera-ln-councll  excluding  the  Ka.st 
Indians  now  at  Vancouver,  the  Immi- 
gration l>epartmcnt  proposes  that  they 
Khali  he  deported  without  further  ado. 
Instructions  to  that  effect  have  already 
been  sent  to  th^  Imnrlgration  officers  at 
Vancouver  in  tho  event  of  a  Judgment 
favorable  to  the  Government's  conten- 
tion. 

It  will  he  for  tho  local  officcrn  of  the 
department  nnd  the  owners  of  tho 
Komagata  Maru  to  see  that  thn  orders 
sre  carried  out.  In  the  event  of  trouble 
it  may  be  necessary  to  deport  the  Kast 
Irdlans  In  batches  by  different  ships, 
but  that  Is  a  matter  to  bo  arranged  by 
those  on  tho  ground.  As  far  as  the 
department  is  concerned,  Ha  position  Is 
that  all  classeM  of  labor  should  be  It^t 
out  of  British  Columbia  for  a  stated 
period.  The  constitutionality  of  this 
order  having  been  vindicated  by  the

Professor  Clmrles  J.  Bullock,  of  lUr- 
vnr.l  University,  has  been  In  Vancouver 
locking  Into  tho  operation  of  the  system 
under  which  Improvements  are  exempt- 
ed from  taxation.  He  calls  it  the  N'an- 
couvcr  system,  which  is  not  fair  to 
•N'analmo,  where  the  system  originated, 
or  to  the  dosen  or  more  municipalities 
that  have  adopted  It.  Reporting  on  the 
subject.    Professor   Bullock   writes: 

Concerning  the  actual  operation  of 
ilui  so-called  Vancouver  plan  of  taxing 
land  values,  it  is  still  too  early  to  say 
y<ry  nmeh.  Tho  first  thing  that  slrlke.i 
an  American,  however,  is  that  land 
values  in  Vanrouver  are  not  yet  taxed 
as  heavily  as  In  the  average  city  south 
i>l  the  line.  Tli.i  rate  of  taxation  In 
the  city  ha.s  hc-u  only  20  mills  on  the 
dollar,  and  In  1914  it  will  Increase  to 
22  mills.  Lan<l  Is  supposejd  to  be  aa- 
se.ssed  at  about  60  per  cent  of  Us  actual 
value,  so  the  actual  rate  probably  does 
rot  exceed  H  mills  on  the  dollar.  Many 
an  American  city  ha.s  a  higher  rate 
than  this.  and.  therefore,  can  be  said 
to  tax  land  values  more  heavily  th:iii 
Vancouver  . 

Tho  second  thing  to  be  noted  is 
that  ail  linprovements  are  not  actually 
exempt  fit. Ill  taxation.  The  law  defines 
Improvements  only  In  the  mo,st  general 
way.  as  Including  buildings  and  strue- 
tures  erected  upon  or  affixed  to  the 
land.  In  practice,  buildings  and  certain 
other  visible  improvements  are  exempt- 
ed, but  not  such  improvements  as  filling, 
grading  and  erecting  retaining  walls, 
which  are  necessary  to  make  a  holding 
as  good  as  adjacent  lots.  Such  lin- 
provements  may  secure  exemption  for 
a  brief  time,  but  before  long  tho  as- 
sessor values  the  Improved  lot  at  the 
seme  figun-  as  adjacent  property,  an.l 
the  excmiitlon  disappears.

of  the  plant  at  the  observatory  on  the 
outskirts  of  Ottawa  City,  where  there 
was  a  dome  and  telescope  for  u.stro- 
nomh.al  study.  A  great  deal  of  effort 
was  exerted  in  re««M».roli  work,  in  the 
application  of  aatronomy  to  practical 
purijoses. 

Dr.  King  described  the  method.'s  em- 
ployed today  in  mea.surlng  the  motions 
of  stars  epmpared  wlili  the  "old 
astronomy,"  which  utilized  the  meridian 
circle.  By  the  use  of  the  spectroscope 
a  was  now  possible  to  study  the  stars 
with  wonderful  precision.  They  could, 
for   Instance,   get   llie  actual   velocity. 

Hiffh  Segree  or  Acctiraoy 

The  Ottawa  .stiilion  possessed  the 
largest  telescope  in  use  in  Cunadu,  wltli 
a  lense  fifteen  inches  in  diameter.  "  It 
was  equipped  with  a  spectroscope,  and 
was  practically  new.  Under  the  able 
direction  of  Dr.  Plaskett  a  great  deal  of 
work  had  been  done  in  studying  the 
heavens  with  a  high  degree  of  accuracy, 
locating  and  studying  stars  dow-n  to  the 
fifth  magnitude.  As  stars  of  this  nuig- 
nitude  is  the  limit  of  tlio  cai>aclty  of 
the  telescope,  it  was  fell  vital  to  the  re- 
search work  that  the  t;o\ 'rnrnent  should 
have  a  larger  one. 

Three  years  ago  th??  .Vstrononiicul 
Society  of  America  held  Us  annual 
meeting  at  Ottawa,  and  its  members, 
after  hearing  reports  of  what  had  been 
done  and  of  the  efficiency  of  the  tele- 
sc-ope  a!id  spectroscope,  passed  a  resolu- 
tion urging  that  a  larger  one  be  pro- 
vided, as  this  is  considered  a  work  of 
real  value  In  studying  tlie  strneture  of 
the  universe.  Thi.i  action  wa.s  supporl- 
.-.I  by  many  letters  from  ustronomer.s  in 
ttie  l.'nited  StatpM  and  Kurope  urging 
belter  lelesco))ie  power,  and  the  Govern- 
ment nuthorlzed  Or.  King  and  his  col- 
leagues to  an-nnge  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  astronomical  station  with  a  much 
lar)?er   telescojie. 

TIi«   Victoria   Tel««cope 

On  lenders*  being  called  for,  two 
classes  of  instruments  were  offered, 
and,  upon  full  cinislderatlon,  the  Govern- 
me)it  determined  to  get  the  larger  of 
tlip  two.  The  price  for  the  larger  was 
»9(i.750.  $20,000  more  than  for  the 
.smaller.  The  mounting  of  this  great 
lelescope  would  in  Itself  Involve  an  ex- 
penditure   of    J60,000. 

The  contract  for  the  mounting  had 
been  let  to  one  firm,  and  tliat  for  the 
optica!  part  to  another.  The  glass  was 
being  cist  in  Paris,  and  his  latest  in- 
formation was  that  It  would  shortly  be 
ready  for  shipment  to  Canada.  The 
glass,  however,  would  be  only  shipped 
In  rough  disc  form,  the  polishing  being 
done  at   another   point. 

When  they  came  to  the  important 
mutter  of  the  selection  of  a  site  for  the 
new  telescope,  they  took  up  all  tlio 
meteorological  reports  and  studied  them 
eiosely.  They  then  selected  three  or 
four  stations  and  investigated  the  great 
plains,  the  mountain  region,  the  interior 
of  British  Columbia  and  Vancouver 
Island.  They  l5ad,  as  was  now  known, 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  Victoria 
was  Ihe  best  site  of  all.  (Applause.) 
■Why   ▼lotoria   Wat    Choaan 

The  Uetermlniiif;  factor  in  favor  o^ 
Victoria  was  the  low  range  of  tempera- 
ture, which  ellminnted  the  ini.«!tcadlneH3 
found  in  most  other  places.  This  inakca 
it  poa.«>lhle  to  use  here  to  advantage  a 
large  reflecting  telescope,  as  there  l.<j 
little  danger  of  alteration  of  the  shape 
of  the  focal  glass,  which  would  spoil  ob- 
servation all':>i4cther. 

The  telescope  which  Is  to  l)e  erected 
at  Victoria  Is  of  the  same  sixe  as  the 
one  which  was  erected  by  l^ord  Uoss  In 
Ircbtnd  some  seventy  years  ago.  The 
mountrnK  of  the  latter  was  not  the  same 
as  is  proposed  here.  The  great  Uoss 
tideseope  could  only  ha  used  for  a  few 
degrei;-s,  lieing  en<*3ed  beliind  iarga 
brick  walls.  The  new  instrument  would 
be  used  largely  In  Ihe  Investigation  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  sim  rotates  on 
Its  axis,  a  work  wlilrh  i.«i  constantly  go- 
ing on  in  all  stations  througliout  the 
world.  Contrary  to  popular  belief,  the 
Sim  was  not  a  solid  body,  as  some  parts 
revolve  fmiter  than  others.  The  suc- 
cessful ntu4y  of  this  may  Iiavt-  an  Im- 
portant bearing   upon   Ininfan   life. 

Dr.  King  reclteil  some  of  the  acliicve- 
mcnta  which  had  been  accomplished  by 
him»elf  and  his  staff  at  Ottawa  In 
DeiKmographlo  work,  nientlonlng  in  this 
connection  that  It  had  been  observed 
that  at  certain  times  the  pendulum  of 
the  Instrument  wan  in  constant  motion. 
Investigation  led  them  to  the  conviction 
that  thlB  coincided  with  stormti  and  was 
due  to  the  constant  beating  of  the  waves 
on  the  Atlantic  Coast,  many  mllon  from 
Ottawa.  Tliey  were  about  to  onga«o  In 
counting  the  waves  at  Ifalira.x,  with  the 
l-ilea  of  more  firmly  fixing  their  convlc- 
tinnn  on  thia  point.

It  might  not  ttlwaya  appear  that  the 
ectentlflc  man  was  engaged  in  produc- 
tive work,  but  a  little  reflection  would 
show   that   the  contrary   was   the  case. 

Cont'ludlng,  Dr.  King  aai(\  that  they 
were  going  to  have  a  very  fine  telo- 
acope  at  Victoria  In  a  year  or  two,  and 
he  desired  to  congvutulute  the  people  of 
the  city  and  district,  and,  indeed,  of  the 
Province,  on  the  promise  of  such  *  fine 
Institution.  He  waa  able  to  say  to  them 
that  It  was  the  Intention  of  the  Qovern- 
meiU  to  make  provision  tltat  the  public 
ahould  bo  gtv'en  permission  to  make  uee 
of  It.  He  was  very  glad  to  know  that  a 
branch,  of  ■  the  Royal  Astronomical  So- 
ciety of  Canada  had  been  eztubliehed 
here,  and  hoped  that  its  membership 
would  grow,  it  should  be  remembered 
that  excellent  work  could  be  done  by 
astrunomerv   witli  a  small    telescope. 

MoTea  Tote  of  Tbanka 

Sir  Kichard  MoBrlde,  in  moving  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  dl.^tiugulshed  lecturer, 
took  occasion  to  pay  a  liigh  complimenl 
to  him  as  oni:  whose  fume  as  an  as- 
tronomer was  world-wide.  He  was  sure 
tliat  all  present  were  delighted  to  hear 
from  the  lips  of  the  Chief  Astronomer 
that  auch  good  progress  was  being  made 
towards  the  end  that  there  was  to  be 
erected  here  a  station  which  would  aervu 
a  most  useful  purpose,  not  only  for  C;an- 
ada,  but  for  the  world  at  large.  Such 
an  institution  would  surely  redound  to 
the  credit  of  Saanlch  and  Victoria.  Ha 
had  been  reminded  while  Dr.  King  was 
speaking  that  Kaanich  was  the  site ,  of 
the  projected  new  utatlon,  for  his  good 
friend  who  sat  next  to  him  (Mr.  Eberta), 
when  the  name  Victoria  was  mentioned, 
had  nudged  him  and  said  "Sjianich." 
(l-.aughter.)  In  reply,  he  (Sir  Richard) 
had  reminded  Mr.  Eberts  that  there  was 
such  a  Ihln^j;  as  Greater  Victoria.  (Re-

8«T«ral      Contracts      Awarded      Monday 

Xre&lnr  in   Connection  With   Dla- 

trlot'a   Baiver   Work 


General  business  was  transacted  at 
Monday  evening's  committee  meeting  of 
the  Ksquimalt  Council.  One  of  the  most 
Important  matters  considered  was  a  re- 
port from  those  delegated  to  interview 
the  management  of  the  B.  C.  Telephone 
Company  with  reference  to  the  service 
being  furnished  residents  of  llio  dis- 
trict. It  was  stated  that  tin-  desired 
Improvement  had  been  promtaed,  but 
that  those  In  charge  wished  to  receive 
the  names  of  those  complaining.  These, 
it  was  agreed,  would  be  secured  and 
forwarded    without   delay. 

Several  comparatively  smull  contracts 
were  awarded  in  connection  with  tho 
sewer  work  nt-w  under  way,  Messrs. 
Yarrow  Limited  wore  authorized  to  pro- 
eeed  with  the  construction  of  .TOO  odd 
"dirt"  pans,  while  the  provlillng  of  all 
castings  necessary  was  erpially  divided 
between  the  B.  C.  Foundry  and  the  Vic- 
toria Brass  WorUa,  both  firms  with" 
riuartors   In   Esquimau. 

The  usual  progress  estimates  on  tho 
sewer  project  were  received  through 
the   engineer   and    ordered    to    be   paid.

He 
thought  tiiat  it  was  a  matter  which 
might  properly  be  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  railway  offlclale  In  order 
that  British  Columbbla  might  have  the 
benefit  of  such  rates  as  are  annually  In- 
troduced between  the  Baat  and  the  Mid- 
dlewest.

CALGARY  EXCELLENT

-.  S.  F,  Tolmie  Gives  Some 
IrripTessions  of  Large  Prairie 
Exhibition—Many  Promised 
to  Visit  Victoria  in  Fall. 


.\fiej-  vl.sltliig  Calgary,  Alberta,  where 
he  officiated  as  a  Judge  la  connection 
with  that  city's  Summer  Agricultural 
and  industrial  Kshlbltlon,  Dr.  S.  F. 
Tolmlo,  representative  of  tho  Dominion 
Livestock  Commlsslonor,  returned  on 
Monday.  Iniring  his  stay  he  was  Im- 
pressed with  the  exceptional  excellenco 
of   the  stock  display  at  the  fair. 

Dr.  Tolmie  dwelt  on  the  remarkable 
development,  In  the  cmirsc  of  llie  last 
few  months,  of  tlie  hog-ralslng  Industry 
of  Alberta.  He  declares  that  the  ex- 
ports now  have  reached  the  splendid 
total  of  11,000.000  a  month.  The  open- 
ing of  the  American  market,  as  a  re- 
BUlt  of  the  policy  of  tlie  present  Govern- 
ment, ijad  made  it  possible  for  tho 
farmers  of  .\ Iberia  to  ship  hogs  soutlj 
at  remunerative  prices.  Incidentally, 
the  American  buyer  was  able  to  pay 
fi-om  thrce-iiuartcrs  to  one  cent  more 
per  pound  for  Alberta  bogs  because  of 
their  freedom  from  disease.  This  gen- 
erall.v  wa.'<  looked  upon  a-s  a  striking 
commentary  on  tlic  benefits  accruing 
from  tlie  progressive  methods  being  pur- 
sued with  reference  to  stock  by  the 
health  of  animals  branch  of  tho  Do- 
minion  Dei>artment  of  Agriculture. 

Calgary's  exhibition,  Dr.  Tolmie  said, 
was  an  illustration  of  what  might  be 
Hchlevcd  through  the  co-operation  oC 
l.otli  the  farming  and  the  city  popula- 
tions. It  was  (|ulte  apparent  that 
everyone  worked  band  In  hand  for  the 
."U'rcesa  of  the  affali-.  He  had  tho  honor 
of  performing  the  lask  of  distilbuting 
ribbons  in  the  standard  bred,  hackney, 
coach,  carriage  and  high-stepping 
horses.  :3ome  of  the  auiuials  shown  had 
been  of  tho  highest  class,  and  tho 
feature  was  the  largo  proportion  of 
these  entries  bred  In  tlic  Province.  Tlic 
Increase  in  numbers  and  i]\mllty  of  the 
stock  raised  In  .\ll)ertn  w  .is  so  marked 
that  11  could  not  but  be  ob.servcd.  It 
was  an  Indication  that  slock  raising  waa 
.steadily  superseding  wheat  raising  as 
the  staple  Industry  of  tho  country. 

The  largest  day  at  the  Calgary  show, 
Dr.  Tolmie  stated,  waa  Dominion  Day, 
when  38,000  people  -n-enl  through  the 
gates.  Me  declared  that  every  man, 
woman  and  child  wlio  could,  attended, 
the  races  being  particularly  popular. 
Tho  grand  stand  and  the  enclosures 
were  fllUxl  to  capacity,  the  management 
being  forced  to  allow  si>ectator»  to  take 
ui)  posltlims  In  the  centre  field.  The 
spirit  of  the  Calgarlans  towards  the  ev- 
JilblOon,  he  thought,  whs  forcibly  ohowu 
by  the  fact  that  the  city  had  voted 
J.-lfiO.OOO  for  the  reorganisation  and  im- 
pro\emcnt  of  the  plant,  esteeming  It  ot 
sucli  iniporlance  as  to  make  the  grant 
on  londition  tliat  a  start  be  made  with- 
out delay  to  provide  exhibition  facilities 
second  to  none  in  tho  West. 

Dr.  "Tolmie,  who  was  accompanied  on 
his  visit  to  the  prairies  by  Mr.  George 
Sangster,  secretary  of  the  B.  C.  Agri- 
cultural Association,  asserted  that  they 
founfl  widespread  Intcrost  evinced  In 
the  Dominion  Rxhlbltion,  which  Is  to  be 
held  In  Victoria  next  .September.  Al- 
most all  exhibitors  whom  they  met 
asked  for  particulars  of  the  national 
show  and  the  arrangoments  being  made 
/or  It.  Promises  were  received  from 
large  numbers  that  they  would  come 
and  bring  their  slock,  both  for  the  gen- 
eral exhibition  and   the  horse  show. 

in  a  few  days  Dr.  Tolmie  will  leave 
for  Winnipeg,  where  the  Western  Live- 
stock Union,  of  which  organization  he  Is 
the  vice-president,  will  convene  on  July 
15.  This  body  embracee  all  the  llvo- 
Dtock  associations  from  L^ikc  Superior 
to  the  Pacific  Coast.  On  this  occasion 
lie  cx;?ect8  to  induce  many  of  the  moat 
Influential  stockmen  of  the  Dominion, 
who  may  yet  be  uncertain  as  to  their 
plans  for  vlalting  the  Dominion  Kxhtbl- 
tlon,  to  make  the  trip  to  the  Coast.

Term's  Work. 


St.  Hlt<^a's  School,  Lampson  Street, 
one  of  the  youngest  but  most  flourish- 
ing schools  of  the  district!  celebrated 
Us  flrat  annual  prUe-glvlng  yeeterday 
afternoon  under  the  moat  ttusplctoutf 
clrcunutances.  The  pretty  garden  was 
made  the  scene  of  the  pleaalng  little 
ceremony,  and  a  number  of  Interested 
parents  and  friends  attended  to  offer 
their  congratulations  and  good  wishes 
for  future   prosperity. 

Ab  excellent  report  of  the  year's  pro- 
gress was  «ubmttt«d  by  Mrs.  J<'rampton, 
in  which  she  alluded  to  the  fact  that 
the  school  had  only  Just  completed  Its 
Arat  year.  There  were  already  four, 
teen  pupils  classified  in  four  divisions, 
and  the  result  of  the  year's  examina- 
tions were  very  eatlafactory  and  show- 
ing that  good  work  had  been  tlone.

tus. With  tltroe  of  these  important 
aids  to  navigation  In  operation,  the  en- 
trance to  tho  Straits  of  Juan  do  Fuca 
and  the  Gulf  oi  Georgia,  will  bo  well 
protected  with  submarine  apparatus,  t)ut 
it  is  expected  that  more  of  tliem  wll!  be 
established  as  soon  as  the  departure  Is 
warranted.

Several  of  tho  larger  liners  operating 
to  this  port  and  Vancouver  are  fitted 
with  submarine  signaling  apparatus,  the 
Royal  ifall  liner  Carnarvonshire  being 
one  of  tile  moat  recent  arrivals  so 
equipped.

LINER  TO  PANAMA 

Orcoma  Will  Be  First  of  Fleet 
Remeasured      for      Canal 

Trade— Manchester  Service-- 

Is  Contemplated. 


What  Is  considered  to  be  the  first 
step  b>-  the  Royal  Mall  Steam  Packet 
Company,  ono  of  the  most  powerful 
British  transportation  concerns  in  ex- 
istence ,  towards  the  inauguration  of 
steamship  lines  to  the  Pacific  Coast, 
via  the  Panama  Canal,  i«  the  dispatch 
of  the  big  British  steamship  Orcoma, 
from  Liverpool  to  Panama  for  re-mea- 
surement according  to  the  canal  regu- 
lations. Information  has  been  received 
by  Messrs.  Findlay,  Durham  &  Brodle, 
Victoria  agents  of  the  Royal  Mall  Line, 
that  the  Orcoma,  which  is  a  veseel  of 
7,086  tons  register,  is  now  expected  at 
the  Atlantic  entrance  to  the  Panama 
Canal,  on  passage  from  the  United 
Kingdom  to  Callao  and  other  ports  on 
the  South  American  coast.  She  is  ono 
of  the  fleet  that  the  Royal  Mall  Line. 
In  conjunction  with  the  Pacific  Steam 
Navigation  Company,  will  operate  to 
the  West  Coast,  vlA  the  Panama  route. 
It  is  expected  that  an  anno'uncemeni 
will  be  made  In  the  immediate  future 
with  regard  to  the  Intentions  of  the 
Royal  Mail  Line  In  placing  a  line  of 
fast  freight  and  paseenger  steamships 
between  British  ports  and  the  Xorlh 
Pacific   coast. 

The  company  plans  to  matatain  a 
round-the-world  service  following  the 
opening  of  the  canal.  It  Is  understood 
that  the  present  line  of  steamers  from 
Kngland  via  the  Orient  wUl  be  con- 
tinued as  at  present,  and  another  fleet 
will  ply  to  this  Coast  via  the  Isthmian 
waterway.

That  another  line  of  steamships  will 
be  operated  from  Manchester  to  the 
North  Pacific,  via  the  canal,  is  the 
latest  word  that  has  been  received  in 
Victoria. 

In  the  port  of  Manchester  eaJlinsr 
list,  recently  issued,  the  possibility  of 
a  steamer  service  between  Manchester, 
San  )"'ranclsco  and  other  ports  on  thi.s 
Coast,  is  discussed.  It  la  slated  that 
attention  hii«  been  recently  called  to 
correspondence  which  has  taken  place 
between  the  Ship  Canal  Co.,  and  tho 
San  Franci.seo  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
in  regard  to  the  opening  of  the  Panama 
Canal,  and  the  dpsirablllty  of  e-itablleh- 
iiig  direct  «teuiner  service  from  Man- 
Chester  to  this  Coast.
